IN VARIOUS INDUSTRIES

Washington, Jan. 5.—A total of 
2,325,000 workers are out of em­ 
ployment in the country, according 
to a survey of the industrial situa­ 
tion made by Clint C. Houston, for 
the current issue of Labor, official 
organ of the Plumb Plan League. 
Mr. Houston asserts that his in­ 
quiry disclosed the greatest indus­ 
trial slump since the money panic 
OI 1917. 
The larger groups of unemployed 
by industries, given by the survey 
were building trades. 300,000; auto­ 
mobiles. 250,000; 
extiles 225,000; 
clothing. 150,000; 
railroads. 
200,- 
0(h); steel and iron 150,000; ship­ 
ping, 125,000;

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A MEMORABLE UTTERANCE. 
General Pershing’s recent address 
at the dinner of the European Relief 
Council has attracted a great deal of 
attention. 
The New York Times 
thinks that it will make a profound im­ 
pression in every part of the world, 
and there can hardly be any doubt 
th at this will be the case. The reason 
is obvious. 
General Pershing is one 
of the world’s foremost warriors, the 
commander-in-chief of one 
of the 
three great armies which won the war 
against the Central Powers. Yet this 
address of General Pershing’s was a 
powerful and earnest plea for reduc­ 
tion of armament. 
Action must be taken, the general 
said, to prevent the recurrence of 
great wars and “an 
important step 
would be to curtail expenditures for 
the maintenance of armies and na­ 
vies.” “It would appear,” he continu­ 
ed, “that the lessons of the past six 
years should be enough to convince 
anybody of the danger 
of 
nations 
striding up and down the earth arm­ 
ed to the teeth.” Again he said: “We 
may well ask ourselves whether civili­ 
zation does not really reach a point 
where it begins to destroy itself, and 
whether we are not thus doomed to go 
headlong through destructive war to 
darkness and barbarism.” 
It has not been 
common to hear 
prominent soldiers, leaders in military 
science and in the nation’s military 
establishments, talk in this fashion. 
Almost always the field marshals and 
the generals have 
pleaded 
for big 
armies, just as almost always the ad­ 
mirals have pleaded for mighty na­ 
vies. 
These words of the most emi­ 
nent American 
soldier, 
one of the 
most eminent and most famous sol­ 
diers in the world, are therefore, me­ 
morable. 
They will be, let us hope, 
signal. 
As the German assault prov­ 
ed, there was need up to that time of 
“preparedness” on 
the 
part of the 
western nations; but, as the war as a 
whole proved, it is absolutely neces­ 
sary now that civilization abolish the 
conditions which, if they persist, will 
require a continuation of “prepared­ 
ness.” 
General Pershing has been the first 
jof the leading military men to aban­ 
don the proverbial, but now outworn, 
hilosophy of his profession and add 
is voice to those who are urging the 
at reform which alone can avert 
e disaster to civilization which he 
rs. 
This is another reason for 
mericans to be proud of him. 


His temperamental defense of 
the wrhole world might have made a 
great and prominent hit if he had not 
run the thing into the ground. He did 
not know when to stop and everybody, 
including the Italians, grew weary of 
him.

REFORESTATION NEEDED. 
W hat is needed to make reforesta­ 
tion a live question 
in this country, 
and the only thing that is needed, is 
to get people generally to see how di­ 
rectly they are being made to pay for 
the exploitation of our forest resour­ 
ces which has 
already taken place 
and how much more heavily they will 
have to pay hereafter unless new pol­ 
icies are 
established. 
Some 
facts 
made public by P. S. Lovejoy, of the 
forestry faculty of the University of 
Michigan, help throw light on the situ­ 
ation. 
Michigan is famous for its furniture. 
Until 1900 not only did the forests of 
Michigan 
supply 
the woods which 
were needed by the furniture factor­ 
ies of the state, but between 1870 and 
1900 Michigan “led the world in the 
quantity and quality of its timber ex­ 
ports.” 
Today the lands where once 
grew splendid forests of pine are a 
bankrupt region, 
getting poorer all 
the time, and Michigan, “with 10,000,- 
000 acres of stump land idle, imports 
wood. 
“Hickory for spokes in the 
wheels 
of 
Michigan 
automobiles 
comes from Arkansas and Mississippi, 
oak for Grand Rapids furniture from 
Louisiana and Tennessee, telephone 
poles from Idaho, railroad ties from 
Virginia.” 
In twenty years Michigan has been 
transformed from an exporter of tim­ 
ber on the largest scale into “a tre­ 
mendous importer of forest products.” 
Its example as the Louisville Cour­ 
ier-Journal suggests, should serve as 
a warning of what may happen in the 
next twenty years in the states which 
are now serving the rest of the coun­ 
try from their forest resources. “The 
time soon will come,” says The Cou­ 
rier-Journal, “unless timber growing 
becomes a local issue, and a local in­ 
dustry, in various states when Michi­ 
gan cannot get her hickory and oak 
from the south, and when Ohio cannot 
get her timber this side of Alaska. Al­ 
ready the freight cost is so great a fac­ 
tor in raising timber prices at the 
scene of the cutting, that the prodigal­ 
ity of lumbering without systematic 
reforestation is made plain.” 
Surely it would seem so, and The 
Courier-Journal is right further wThen 
it urges that what is needed is to make 
timber growing a local issue and a lo­ 
cal industry in the various states; in 
other words, to get the people of a 
state to consider, not what should be 
done elsewhere, but what they them­ 
selves can do and should do. 
There are millions of acres of lands 
which could be turned to profitable 
account by reforestation if only the 
steps were taken, as could be done at 
small cost to make this possible.
